Washington is supposed to he a 
city of magnificent distances; hut you 
would have to take all those distances, 
lay them end to end, and travel the 
entire route before you would see a 
stranger sight than the inquiry into 
America’s participation In the World 
war being choked off out of respect 
for the memory of Woodrow Wilson. 

It is inijiortant to remember just 
what this investigation was supposed 
to do. It was supposed to reveal the 
queer way in which finances, industry, 
and patriotism got their arms around 
one another to hustle us off to war, 
hack in lillti and 11)17. 

The idea was that if we found out 
all we could about that, it would be 
easier for us to stay out of the next 
wii r. 

In the midst of all this, up came 
the question of the secret treaties by 
which England, France, Russia, and 
illy agreed to divide the swag if and 
when the war should he won. 

These were the things that caught 
Wilson by the feet when lie went to 
Versailles; the point at issue was 
whether be knew about them before 
he led this country into war.

Nye declares that Wilson did know 
about these treaties, (lie late presi- 
Mr. Brown s I dent’s friends ure announcing that a 
great name lias been foully traduced 
and that this inquiry must stop.

For Wilson, more than anyone else, 
was tlie man whom this involved tan¬ 
gle of economies and wartime hysteria 
put on tlie spot, lie tried manfully t > 
keep us out of war, ami the job was 
just too much for him—or, presum¬ 
ably, for any man. What the Nye 
committee has been doing is to tind 
out how and why the job was too 
much for him. 

This is knowledge which it is ex¬ 
ceedingly important for tlie nation to 
have. To choke off the process of get¬ 
ting that knowledge, and to do it in 
tlie name of Woodrow Wilson, is to 
make a mockery of every principle of 
statesmanship.—Ashland Independent.

U«i«| Stored Up Fat 

E VERY overweight individual 
who has given the reduction 
^ of weight any serious thought or 
ttudy has learned that starch foods 
—potatoes, bread, sugar, and pas¬ 
try—store most of the excess fat 
on the body. 

It Is only recently that they are real 
Islng that liquids, while not storing 
Tat, nevertheless are held In the body ! 
t».v the fat and so greatly Increase the ! 
total weight of the body. Thus, while 
knowing that water Is needed by the 
body for a number of 
purposes, they also 
know that they do not 
need to drink much 
water because the body 
will use the extra wa¬ 
ter held In the fat tls 
sues as It Is needed. 
These overweight Indi¬ 
viduals have learned 
one other thing, nnd 
that Is thnt while fat 
foods—butter, cream,

yolks—do not store fat 
In the same manner or to the same 
rrtent as starch foods, nevertheless 
they do help to store fat, nnd prevent 
the tissues of the body from being 
worn or used as rapidly as they other- j 
wise would lie. This, as you can sop, ! 
thus maintains nnd actually Increases 
the amount of fat on the body. 

But one of the big points over- j 
weights have not fully realized Is that 
If they cut down on the fat foods h.v 
as much as !XI per cent. Just eating n 
little butter nr cheese nr drinking a 
little milk, the body will use for Its 
needs the fat they have stored In the ; 
body, thus decreasing gradually their 
store of fat nnd so their weight. 

How Nature Uses It. 

Striking examples of how nature 
uses stored fat can be seen In animals j 
such as the hear whose body is cov- I 
ered with fat In the autumn and while 
It sleeps during the winter this stored 
fat supplies the body with nourish- j 
uient. I!y spring the hear Is quite lean 
again. Another example Is where a very- 
fat fish, during certain periods of Its 
yenrly life, eats nothing whatever, yet 
is kept alive during these periods be¬ 
cause Its body uses up tills deposit 
of fat which It had accumulated. 

It Is agreed by nutrition experts thnt ! 
the average Individual who does nut I 
do hard physical work should eat 
about one part protelds—meat. eggs. | 
fish—to two parts fats—butter, cream, 
fat meats, egg yolks—to four parts 
fturchy foods, vegetables and fruits. I 
When real hard outdoor work is be- j 
ing done the amount of meat, eggs and 
fish should he increased. 

What about the overweight Individ 
ual who, of course, does little or no 
work of any kind? Instead of eating 
two parts of far foods to one part ot 
protelds he nr she should cut down 
the fat foods by half and also cut down 
the starch foods by half. 

Cutting Down Fat Foods. 

This cutting down by one-half on fat 
foods can be done safely by over 
weights for the same reason that an 
Imnls can do without any food at cer 
tain times; that Is because the body 
processes can make use of the stored 
fat for their various needs. 

The point then Is that with tht 
knowledge now In possession of over¬ 
weights there is no reason why every 
one of them (except the 2 to 5 per crnl 
whose overweight Is due to a gland 
disturbance) should not get down tt 
normal weight In from three to twelve 
months. I have seen a girl weighing 
180 pounds get Iter weight down tc L- 
150 pounds in three months by cutting 
down Iter liquids by one-half, her fat* 
by one-half, and her starches by one \ 
quarter, keeping up however, her tul 
amount of meat. eggs, and fish. Sh< __ 
felt stronger, more active, more In 
cllned to take exercise, and more keet 
about her work.

Walter C. Alvnrex und H. Cor 
win Hinslmw, Mayo foundation, itoch 
ester, Minn., point out that the patlen 
may well he mistaken when he statei 
that he cannot eut some particulai 
food. Perhaps the fish was blame< 
when really the culprit was the tarta- 
sauce, the cottonseed oil In which thi 
fish was fried, or the pie that was eat 
en for dessert. Or the food eaten a 
dinner was blamed when really thi 
offending substance was taken Into thi 
body with luncheon or breakfast. O , 
the upset was due to overeating o I 
to back pressure from an overloade* 
large Intesllue (constipation), to at 
annoyance over an argument at thi 
dinner table, to an oncoming cold, o 
even to a slight Inflammation In thi 
gall bladder. 

' The point then Is that because i 
food has disagreed under any of th> 
above circumstances It should not b j 
condemned until It has been found ti j 
disagree a “number of times.” Cet 
talnly for those of us not complalnln. 
of Indigestion It would be only goo. 
sense to eat whatever we Ike.

Still more important than these ad¬ 
vantages of sowing orchard grass with 
alfalfa is the lessened soil erosion 
that occurs because of the presence 
of orchard grass.

Milk is more nutritious than any j 
other single food, and it is the basis [ 
of a safe and easily built diet. Where | 
good fresh milk cannot lie obtained. \ 
evaporated or canned milk is an eco¬ 
nomical substitute. In preparing vege¬ 
tables. their mineral ami vitamin j 
value should not lie lessened liy over- I 
cooking. 

Cheaper cuts of lean meat are as j 
nutritious us the more expensive cuts. • 
tlio they are usually not so tender. 
Therefore special care should he taken ' 
in cooking them. It is possible to save 
money in buying meats, while to cut 
down on milk may he injurious. 

Eating right and sleeping eight 
hours a day are considered tin* real 
basis of acquiring good health.

Since hay mows are already bulging 
with good legume hay, silos probably 
will be pressed into the unusual service 
of furnishing storage space for much 
of the additional hay crops being 
raised this year. 

Contrary to the popular opinion, 
most legume hays make excellent si¬ 
lage for dairy cows if handled in the 
right way. Alfalfa, soybeans and the 
various clovers, nil of which are in 
abundance In the state this year, can 
he made into palatable, nutritious en¬ 
silage. 

The only difficulty with legumes as 
silage is that they will develop a 
strong, unpleasant odor and become 
unpalatable If put into the silo too 
green. This Is caused by deterioration 
of the large amount of protein in such 
crops. Tills condition not only re¬ 
duces the feeding value of the silage but 
also is likely to taint the milk, since 
tlie odor will pervade the entire barn. 
Some of tlie taint also is carried to 
the milk from tlie silage eaten by the 
cows. 

Allowing tlie legume hay to wilt nnd 
dry out after it is cut will help prevent 
the unpleasant odor nnd taste. The | 
surest method of preventing the de¬ 
velopment of these damaging qualities. ! 
however. Is to mix fairly green corn 
with tlie legumes half-and-half by 
weight or not less than one load of j 
green corn to two loads of legumes. ■ 
The additional sugar In the corn causes 
an acid to form, thus preventing de¬ 
terioration of tlie protein nnd the de¬ 
velopment of the bad taste nnd smell. | 
Another method which may he used 
where green corn is not available Is to 
mix black strap or sugar beet molasses | 
with tlie hay at tlio rate of 1 to 2 per I 
cent, or 20 to JO pounds to the ita.

F RUITS are good for you to eat 
all year round, but, curiously 
enough, fashions as well as Dame 
Nature, play a part in dictating 
when particular fruits shall lie 
eaten. George Washington would 
be surprised, for instance, if he 
could know that the tale of his 
youthful veracity about the cherry 
tree still causes tlie consumption 
of an Immense quantity of cher¬ 
ries during February, his natal 
month. 

But this is true. It has been the 
fashion for years to serve cherries 
during this month, so much so 
that the cherry growers have 
adopted the plan of holding a 
national cherry week which runs 
this year from February 15 to 
February 22. Fortunately thero is 
a good supply ol' cherries on band. 
The pack of red pitted cherries 
alone is some 700,000 cans larger 
than last year. 

Cherry Cocktails 
It is fortunate, too, that thero 
are plenty of recipes nowadays for 
cherries. You can even start a 
meal with a cherry cocktail. Here 
are a couple: 

Cherry Cocktail: Pit one cup of 
icanuod Royal 
Anti cherries und 
one cup of can¬ 
ned black cher¬ 
ries, uud divide 
among six cock¬ 
tail glasses. Com¬ 
bi ne ono cup 
pineapple juice 
with the syrup 
from the Royal 
Ann cherries, add oue and a half 
tablespoons sugar and pour over 
cherries. Chill. Serves six. 

Spiced Cherry and Uanana Cock¬ 
tail: Drain contents ot a No. 2 
can red pitted cherries, and set iu 
refrigerator to chill. Add three- 
fourths cup water, one S-lnch stick 
cluuamou uud oue-Ualf teaspoon 
cloves to the cherry syrup, boll 
gently for five minutes, strain and 
chill. Dice two bananas, and ar¬ 
range with the cherries In cock¬ 
tail glasses. Pour over the sploed 
syrup. Sprinkle one-third cup fine¬ 
ly siloed celery over the top. 


A Cherry Cake 

Rolled Cherry Upside Doum 
Cuke: Melt one-fourth cup butter 
in an oblong flat cake pan, add 
three-fourths cup sugar and then 
cover with the well drained con¬ 
tents of a No. 2 can red pitted 
cherries. Set in oven to become 
hot while preparing tlio cake mix¬ 
ture. Beat four egg whites stiff 
and fold in carefully one-fourth 
cup sugar and three-fourths cup 
pastry flour, sifted together. Add 
one-lialf teaspoon vauilla, and fold 
in four egg yolks beaten until 
thick and lemon colored. Spread 
cake butler over the hot cherries 
and bake over a slow—350 degree 
—oven for from twenty-flve to 
thirty minutes, or until done. Let 
cool onu minute, then turn out 
upside down on a paper dusted 
with confectioner's sugar. Roll up 
at once like a jelly roll. Cool to 
just warm, cut la slices and serve 
with a nice creamy custard poured 
over. This dessert does not im¬ 
prove with long standing. Serves 
eight. 


A Fashion from France 
French Cherry Cake: Scald two 
cups of milk, add live tablespoons 
flour, two-thirds cup sugar and 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, mixed 
together and 
cook iu a double 
holler until thick, 
stirring con¬ 
stantly. Pour over 
four slightly 
beaten egg yolks, cook one miuuto 
longer, cool, and add one-half tea¬ 
spoon vanilla. Drain contents of 
a No. 2 can red pitted cherrleB. 
und add enough water to the syrup 
to make one cup. Add one-fourth 
cup sugar and four teaspoons corn¬ 
starch, mixed together, and cook 
slowly over a low fire until thick 
and clear. Cool. Split one round of 
layer cake (any standard inape) 
into two layers, spread the custard 
thickly between, and dot with 
about one-fourth of the cherries. 
Spread the thickened cherry syrup 
over the top, cover with the rest 
of the cherries, and garnish with 
whipped cream. Cut la eight 
wedges. Serves eight.*

Expert cotton men Just hack from 
Brazil Insist that last year's rains In 
that country, which resulted In only 
about 1,400,000-acre crop being har¬ 
vested, were just ns abnormal for Brn¬ 
zll ns the drouth In this country. Con¬ 


ing the Justices of the Supreme court, 
will know that the real objective le to 
curtail a very definite percentege of 
crop production, that Is something 
else again.

Yet 
with modern machinery, cheap land, 
and huge farms It lends Itself to cheap 
mass production of crops. 

But this pnrt of the program Is not 
the politically Important pnrt. It 
would not put money In the hands of 
farmers In other sections, nor In the 1 
populous parts of the states Involved. 
Small cheeks to maDy farmers, rather 
than large rheeks to n few farmers, Is 
the important thing politically.

Seventeen Persons Die

A big transport plane of the Ameri¬ 
can Airlines, en route from New York 
to Los Angeles, crashed In a swamp 
near the vHlnge of Goodwin, Ark., and 
Its 14 passengers, two pilots and 
stewardess were killed. With great 
difficulty the bodies of the victims 
were brought out of the marsh where 
their bodies were found scattered 
among fragments of the shattered 
plane.

On the contrary, the Brazilians 
are so generally extending their cotton 
acreage that the estimate of Increase 
over last year’s is now 35 per cent. 

One of tlie most serious effects on 
New England and Southern textile In¬ 
dustries is the tendency of American 
mill owners to establish plants In Bra¬ 
zil, especially for their export trade. 
Johnson and Johnson is one outfit that 
j has done so. 

The growth of the Southern textile 
; industry has played havoc with New 
England mills for years, largely be¬ 
cause labor was a little cheaper In the 
i South.

Causes Irritation 

There Is considerable Irritation at 
the White House over the way sena¬ 
tors and representatives are pawing 
over the proposed neutrality law.

Italo-Ethiopia War Again 
Before League Council 

M embers of the i.eugue of n» 
tions council assembled in Geneva 
and opened their ninetieth session, to 
resume their efforts to settle the Itslo- 
Etliioplan conflicts. Diplomats pres¬ 
ent believed further sanctions against 
Italy might be Imposed, but It was 
generally believed the plan to declare 
an embargo on oil was dead, at least 
for the present. This was doe to un¬ 
certainty as to the course the United j 


were changing their looms, with a view 
to using Brazilian Instead of American 
cotton. 

So there Is no Indication that any 
attention will be paid the present 
problem In working out the substitute 
for AAA. 

New Farm Program 

No doubt seems to exist that Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt will get squarely hack 
to the soil conservation subterfuge for 
puying the farmers of the country the 
rough equivalent of what they were 
getting under the now outlawed AAA 
farm benefit plan. Nor that he will 
back the levying of excise taxes, which 
will be very similar to those Just ruled 
out. In fact, there seems little doubt 
that tlie new farm program will go 
through whooping. 

There Is a greut deal of doubt as to 
Its constitutionality. Must lawyers 
here believe It Is Just as far In excess 
of the real powers of the federal gov¬ 
ernment, as granted to the central gov 
eminent by the stntes through the Con¬ 
stitution, as the AAA plan, with one 
exception. That Is with respect to the 
taxes. If cougress levies the new 
taxes as straight out excise levies, no 
one doubis they will stand. Everybody 


It Is against the strait-jacket advo¬ 
cates, however, that the White House 
Is most hitter.

Neutrality Law 

In fact, It Is tills very sentiment 
which handicaps President Roosevelt 
and Secretary of State Hull In getting 
the neutrality law framed as they 
would like It—Investing most of the 
power and discretion In the President. 
There is strong support out In the 
country, as manifested not only by let¬ 
ters to Capitol Hill, but communica¬ 
tions to the White House, In favor of 
shutting off exports of every sort, 
which would be useful In prosecuting 
war, to all belligerents the moment 
war starts. The argument appears 
again and again In letters that every 
ounce of discretion written luto the 
bill contributes Just that much to the 
nation that thinks It suffers from the 
exercise of that discretion regarding 
the United States as un enemy.

TRAIN POULTS TO 

ROOST IN TREES 


Saves Moving About; Avoids 
Theft of Birds. 


Turkey growers, who produce flocks 
of average size ranging in numbers 
from 100 to 200 poults, And It advan¬ 
tageous to train their poults to roost In 
trees, advises a writer In the Missouri 
Farmer. If large trees sultnble for 
roosting are nvnllnble, two purposes are 
served by this practice—lnbor In mov¬ 
ing roosts to new localiiwrs Is avoided, 
and the danger of theft near market¬ 
ing time Is minimized. 

It can lie appreciated that If turkeys 
are roosting high In trees during the 
fall when they have grown to market 
size they are rendered almost inac¬ 
cessible to thieves, the foremost men- 
ace to tlie Hock at this season. A few 
of the heavier, clumsier toms will roost 
on low branches anil even on the feed 
hoppers anil can lie easily stolen, but 
if most of the (lock Is roosting high up 
the danger of the entire flock being 
stolen is almost entirely eliminated. 
Furthermore, any turkey grower knows 
that the restless turkey will not peace¬ 
ably submit to a stranger Invading its 
roosting tree; if a tldef climbs the tree 
a commotion will ensue—the iiock will 
leave the tree with a loud Happing of 
wings, n striking of branches, nnd 
sounds of alarm, which noise Is apt to 
arouse the owner. 


Wind Puffs in Chickens 
Are Caused by Injuries 


Chickens often have wind puffs—due 
to an Injury, apparently, air gathers 
under the skin which causes it to ptilT 
up. Not much discomfort seems to be 
caused by it to the bird nml If the 
"pulT” Is pricked with a needle or pin 
so the air can escape that is about 
all it amounts to. Once the writer 
noted a young chicken with a huge 
wind puff anil upon examination found 
a sizeable needle protruding from its 
side, about half of which was still in¬ 
side the bird ns If it lmd worked 
through Its entire body and tills, to 
all appearances caused the wind puff. 
The needle was pulled out, which ut 
tlie same time opened the puff, and 
the bird was none the worse for tlie 
exjierience. 

Although wind puffs are caused by 
some slight injury, there are cases 
where this does not seem to be true; 
for wind juiffs occur quite frequently 
among poults and tlie writer has seen 
them puffed up nlmost like a toy bal¬ 
loon. which causes them discomfort 
In that their locomotion is in¬ 
terfered with and they are hampered 
by It at tlie feed hoppers and water 
fountains, although It does not seem 
to cause them pain. When poults are 
afflicted with wind puff their skin 
should lie pricked in several places 
so that the air can escape and one 
treatment will not suffice to entirely 
eliminate tlie trouble; attention for 
about three days will be necessary.— 
Missouri Farmer. 


Foul Air Checks Laying 

One of tlie reasons many pullets fall 
to lay well during the winter, in spite 
of good feeding, Is tlie damp and stag¬ 
nant air to be found in many poultry 
houses. Many poultry keepers close up 
nearly all ventilators when winter ap¬ 
proaches, under the impression that 
the fowls need the warmth. Fresh air 
is far more important than warmth, 
and many batches of pullets that fail 
to come into production at tlie proper 
age are suffering from tills mistaken 
Idea. Birds so affected may not suffer 
from disease, though they are very li¬ 
able to colds. 


Market Non-Laying Hens 

With the prospect of a good crop 
of pullets on most farms, there Is 
little advance In holding back poor 
producing hens, states Stephen Wal- 
fiwd, i’urilue university. The liens 
that quit laying earliest in the season 
usually stay nut of production long¬ 
est. For that reason they should be 
marketed ns soon as they quit pro¬ 
ducing. When the liens lay less than 
■10 eggs per 100 birds 1^ Is time to 
start culling. Tlie non-layers cun bo 
Identified by the narrow space be¬ 
tween tin* pelvic or laying bones. 


Fall Chicks Thrive 

Fall-liatched chicks and pullets 
often thrive better and ure more 
hardy than spring hatches, probably 
for two reasons: Full chicks are from 
tlie best hens of tlie breeding Dock 
aud brooding conditions are favnruble 
because of the upproaehing cool full 
weather. Furthermore, there is no 
more favorable time of the year for 
brooding chicks and growing jiullets in 
confinement. Chicks to be brooded In 
confinement require about twice ns 
much floor apace as when rauged.

Fattening Broilers 

At tlie age of eight or ten weeks the 
most promising chicks Intended for 
broilers should be confined to house 
or pen where exercise would be lim¬ 
ited and a special fattening ration 
should be provided. This will consist 
of cracked corn, ground oats without 
hulls; u small proportion of wheat, 
millet seed with mush mude of bran, 
shorts, cooked potatoes snd bread 
crumbs, ouce or twice a day. Most

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PINEAPPLE 

JUICE 

In Modern Menus 


T HE best thing to do with pine¬ 
apple juice is to drink it. 
Everyone is agreed on that. But 
did you know that it can be used 
in making all sorts of dishes, 
from soups to pies, and that the 
results are most delicious? If you 
doubt it, just try the following 
recipes. The first two are lor soups 
and the second two for pios, just 
to prove our contention. We know 
that If you try the first, you'll try 
all the rest. 

Orange and Pineapple llouillon : 
Mix three tablespoons sugar and 
one tablespoon arrowroot. Add one 
cup water, stirring until smooth. 
Cook until clear and transparent; 
then cool. Add two cups orange 
juios, one-fourth cup lemon juice 
and the contents of a No. 2 can 
pineapple juice, chill thoroughly 
and serve in glass cups or tall 
slender glasses. Serves eight. 

Chilled Fruit Soup: Soften four 
teaspoons gelatin in four table¬ 
spoons cold water, and dissolve 
with one-third cup sugar in one 
cup canned plneupple juice heated 
to boiling. Add another cup of 
pineapple juice and one aud a half 
cups orange juice. Chill, and. as it 
becomes thick, beat with egg beat¬ 
er occasionally to keep broken up. 
Add the pulp of two oranges, cut 
in small pieces, together with any 
juice from them. Let stand a short 
time longer, and beat again Just 
before serving. Serve either In 
scooped out orange shell* or In 
tall glaas sherbet gtaaaea. Serves 
sight. 


Two Juicy Pies 

Pineapple Chiffon Pie: Beat 
four egg yolks slightly, add one- 
third cup .sugar, three-fourths cup 
canned pineapple juice, two table¬ 
spoons lemon juice and one tea— 
spoon grated lemon rind. Cook in 
double boiler until thick, stirring 
constantly. Cool. Boat four egg 
whites stiff, add one-third cup 
sugar and fold into first mixture. 
Line pie plate with pastry and 
pre-bake five minutes in a hot 
oven. Fill with mixture, reduce 
heat to 300 degrees, aud continue 
baking for twenty minutes or un¬ 
til the mixture is set and a deli¬ 
cate brown. Cool. Makes one large 
pie. 

Pineapple Apple Meringue Pie: 

Combine two cups canned pine¬ 
apple juice, one cup sugar and a 
two-inch stick cinnamon, and boil 
two or three minutes. Pare, core 
and cut four greening apples in 
eighths, add to syrup and cook 
gently until tender but not bro¬ 
ken. Remove carefully to a plate. 
Smooth together two tablespoons 
flour and two tablespoons water, 
add the hot syrup and continue 
cooking for a few minutes louger 
or until thick and clear. Cool. Lay 
apples evenly over bottom of a 
baked pie shell, and pour over the 
thickened syrup. Cover with mo- 
ringue made with three egg whites 
and six tablespoons sugar. Bake at 
300 degrees for fifteen minutes or 
until a delicate brown. Makes one 
large pie. 

Delicious Drinks 

Pineapple Egg-nog: Put two eggs, 
two tahlespoous sugar and the con¬ 
tents of two 12-ounce cans pine¬ 
apple juice into a cocktail shaker 
or jar, add cracked ice and 
unfit well mixed and frothy. Sery 
with a sprinkling of nutmeg 
top. Makes four and a half cu is. 

Iced Pineapple Cocktail: 
bine the contents of a No. ; can 
pineapple juice, one-half cupJ 
and two cups sweet cideij, and 
chill well. Put a green mint cherry 
in each tall slim glass, fill glasses 
with crushed ice and pour in cock¬ 
tail. Top with a sprig of fresh 
mint. Makes eight to ten glasses. 

Pineapple Cream Sherbet: Soft¬ 
en three tablespoons gelatin in 
two-thirds cup cold water and dia- 
solve in one quart boiling water. 
Add six cups sugar, dissolve and 
let mixture cool Add five cap* 
scalded and cooled cream and the 
contents of five No. S cans pine¬ 
apple juice. Freem. Serves fifty.* 
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
